MOST CANADIANS ARE_ AWARD of the fact that during the past 
ten years opportunities. for employment have changed greatly in this coun- 
try. During the war, many who had never before worked in industry 
were drawn into war industries, or into employment left ‘vacant by those 
who had gone irito the armed forces. After the war, the demand for labour 
in ipdustry remained high due to the great need for civilian goods which 
had fallen behind in production during the war years. The demand for 
many types of household equipment, for houses and. other buildings, for 
ears, and many other items has made the need for labour in industry high

A recent report made by the Canadian Byreau of Statis- 
tics.on Canada’s labour force at the present time shows that for the first 

time in ‘history there are more mechanical and manufacturing workers 

than there are farm workers, During the past ten. years, according ‘to the 

report, Canada’s total labour force has grown from 4,510,000 to 5,286,153, 

an increase of 776,000.

The increasg in the number of industrial workers 
Are Now Fewer is not surprising in view of Canada’s industrial 
Farm Workers expansion in the last decade. Sisad trend toward 
mechanization of farming has released many 
farm workers for other employment, while the attractions of urban life, 
and wages and benefits offered by industry have drawn workers from the 
land. The report shows that the number of farm workers decreased since 
1941 from 1,182,565 to ‘830,441, while the manufacturing and mechanical 
group increased from 744,921 to 841,368. While farm,workers are not at 
this time the largest labour group, Canada remains a great agricultural 
country, with a wheat crop which has continued to set records for volume 
of production. -As is the case ‘With the mechanical and manufacturing in- 
dustries, agricultural production has been high in the past ten years, and 
there has been heavy demand for farm*products. Although the farm 
. labour force has decreased, agriculture has shared with other industries 
the prosperity of these times. :

Christmas Wrappings, Ribbons 


And Bows 


Do you always begin wrapping 
with the idea of having an “extra 
special” bow and end up with just 
an ordinary one because you could 
not get it to “look right?” I have a 
few suggestions which help if you 
follow these directions. 


4, Wind ribbon around package |” 


as you wish; measure, allowing 5 
extra inches at each end. 

2. Cut desired length of ribbon 
from bolt. . 


3. Wind ribbon arouhd package 
and tie with double knot (be sure 


to pull ribbon firmly but slowly, as |"

7. To make a tailored bow: | 


a. Fold ribbon back and forth;

b.. Attaeh to package as describ- 
ed above. 

8. To make two-toned tailered 
bow: 


a. Place different-colored ribbons 
of same width back to back. 

b. Make loops and attach to pack- 
age as described above.

77.7 per cent. in 1921, 78 per cent. 
in 1911 and 87 per cent. in 1901. 

Between 1941 and 1951, the popu- 
lation of native-born Canadians rose 
to. 11,949,518 from 9,487,808. Ontario’s 
percentage of Canadian-born. citizens 
was 81.5.
